REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


In submitting cur annual report it is a pleasure to say that 
during the last school year the condition of the schools has 
suffered no retrograde, and effective work has been accom- 
plished. 

Improved methods of instruction, uniformity of work in dif- 
ferent schools of nearly the same grade have been productive 
of good results. 

We believe that the present good work of our schools is only 
the beginning of what may be accomplished under a continua- 
tion of this system. 

The character of the school depends largely upon the ability 
and training of the teacher. 

The increasing requirements of our schools demand a more 
constant study and a broader knowledge of subjects and 
methods than in former years. 3 

That our teachers are faithful and interested in their work is 
shown by their desire to acquaint themselves with modern 
methods of instruction. 

Some of them display a talent for the occupation they have 
chosen, which essential feature, supplemented by experience 
and thorough training, cannot fail to produce good impressions 
upon the schools under their charge. 

In the selection and continuance of teachers the Board have 
thought it best not to change more frequently than absolute 
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necessity compelled, believing that a large percentage of school 
money may be wasted in frequent changes. The work per- 
formed by our teachers has been satisfactory. This is 
especially gratifying, as some are resident teachers. 

As vacancies occur from time to time, we hope that such 
may be employed whenever competent candidates are avail- 
able. 

larents or guardians should always encourage the efforts of » 
the teacher by a personal interest in the methods of instruction 
eniployed in the school. This can best be expressed by visit- 
ing the school and getting a better idea of just how the system 
is conducted. 

By parents becoming personally acquainted with the teacher, 
the way is opened to afar more harmonious and just settle- 
ment of any difficulties which may arise between parents and 
teachers. 

In some instances parents have thought the discipline too 
severe. A careful investigation, however, leads us to the con- 
clusion that in this respect teachers have been judicious and 
faithful in the discharge of their duties. 

As the text-books used in our schools are of recent introduc- 
tion, not many changes have been made during the past year. 
A vertical system of writing has been introduced, and for the 
length of time it has been studied we are pleased with the re- 
sults. Many of the children are showing good vertical pen- 
manship in their ordinary school work. 

More than the usual amount of repairs have been made 
during the year. The outside of the school houses, Nos. 3 and 
5, have been painted at a cost of nearly $50. Two new black- 
boards have been put in school house No. 2, while the other 
repairs made have been of the usual character. 

On account of this extra expense, and nearly $37 less of 
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school money, the school year was shorter than the preceding 
year. 
There are eiifolled upon the school registers 180 pupils— 
boys, 95; girls, 85.

Report of the Board of Health. 


Kingston, N. H., 1898. 

Another year has come to its ending, and during this time 
the usual number, and let us be thankful, no more than the 
usual number of our people have passed away. 

There has been the ordinary amount of illness, but no great 
epidemic has been upon us to work its havoc in our commu- 
nity. 

We have had some diphtheria and very little of those other 
slight contagious diseases usually afflicting children. We have 
had nothing like what we had during the years previous to the 
establishing of our state board of health and its auxiliaries. 

Time was, and within our recall, when we had twenty-one 
cases of diphtheria in the West Kingston school district at one 
time. 

This state of affairs, if instructions are carried out, would be 
now next to impossible. 

Let the people be well aroused to the importance of sanita- 
tion, and we shall have little trouble to keep the death rate of 
Kingston down to, if not far under, her now low yearly aveiage. 

The average death rate for New Hampshire is 17 per troco 
inhabitants (annually). 

That of Kingston for fifteen years has been 13 per 1000. 

So we are, for reasons not as yet ascertained, among the 
favored towns. 

An attempt has been made to find out the reasons for the 
black death belt in the western and the eastern ends of our 
county, and for the light belt through its central towns, of 
which Kingston is prominently one.

These labors are of value to the people, or will be, when 
they are completed and results published. 

Your board has been treated very cordially during the past 
year, in places where it was necessary to exercise authority, 
which indicates that the people are coming to understand more 
fully the function of these officers of the law created for its 
good and preservation. 

It would be thought too much of an expense to the town, as 
a whole, should the board proceed to do its entire duty toward 
each and every residence and locality that such might be prac- 
tically safe and immune from danger to the near dwellers: but 
this could easily be done by each private owner of property by 
paying intelligent care to all his surroundings liable to propa- 
gate contagion. : 

Read carefully. the literature of our state board of health, 
issued free, and no one can claim ignorance regarding just 
what he is to do, 

There have been in town during 1897, 17 cases of diptheria, 
two fatal; one directly and one from the paralysis sometimes 
following. 3 

There have also been two cases of scarlet fever, neither fatal. 

Your board desires to call especial attention to the fact that 
although the number of cases of diphtheria may seem large, 
they were isolated and so scattered over the entire area of the 
town that proof is patent of the thoroughness with which the 
disinfection was done. In not a single instance was communi- 
cation the cause of a next case. 

Much credit is due our worthy secretary, who had charge, 
chiefly, of the disinfection, for the acumen displayed in pre- 


ventive measures.
